Murder Case at St. Louis.

Sr. Louis, May 25.—The first witness

Wicte identified the defendant, and 
said he saw him on Easter Sunday, 1965, 
about 1:30 or two o’clock p. m. in com- 
pany with a gentleman he thought was 
Preller; defendant wanted something to 
quiet his nerves; he seemed nervous and 
restless; he and Preller were talking 





about buying some supplies they 
would need = on their journey ; 
defendant did must of the talking; they 


made some purchases, and Preller paid 
for them, handing outa ten dollar bill; 
the goods amounted to seven or eight 
dollars; their purchases were sent to 
room 385. Witness described Pfeller and 
recognized photograph of him; saw the 
two go to the cigar stand and geta box 
of cigars, for which Preller paid; that 
was the last time witness saw Preller. 
August E. Bengel, part proprietor of 
the shooting gallery at the corner of 
Fifth and Chestnut streets, recognized 


| defendent; saw him on Easter Sunday, 


1885, between ten and eleven o’clock , 
when he enteved shooting gallery and 
wanted to shoot; he didn’t seem to know 
much about shooting, and didn’t shoot 
very well; defendant said he was a4 
surgeon in the Turkish army and was 
accustomed to shooting on horseback, 
and carried a revolver; showed a Colt’s 
revolver which he had; he didn’t 
say where, but witness judged from what 
he said that he stopped at the Southern 
Hotel; he talked about the girls there; 
he asked if there were any fast women in 
town; said he was a Turkish Pasha with 
two tails; said he could buy a woman in 
Turkey forfour or five dollars; he struck 
witness as being under the influence of 
liquor; saw defendant again on Monday, 
coming out ot Lightner’s shoe store, about 
two or three o’clock inthe afternoon; 
he came again into the gallery and showed 
a pair of opera-glasses, for which he said 
he had given fifty dollars. 

Morgue Superintendent Ryan was re- 
called and was asked whether the body 
when brought to him had a mustache. 
He said no, it had no mustache, and said 
it seemed asif the mustache had jeen 
cut off with a pair of scissors; as if there 
was a ten-days’ growth of hair on. the 
face. Several persons from the Southern 
Hotel examined the body, some of whom 
recognized it and others did not. 

Mr. C. A. Bishop, one of the attorneys 
for the prosecution, was next put on the 
stand and identified a number of articles 
found in the trunks and valises aban- 
doned by defendant in the hotel; de- 
scribed the contents of the yellow trunk 
left in room 144 as filled with a_heter- 
ogenous mass of things resembling the 
contents of a boy’s pocket; had examined 
the trunks marked “‘C. A. P.,’’ and de- 
scribed their contents, clothing, un- 
‘derclothing, music, samples, etc., as 
already mentioned on Saturday. Refer- 
ence was made to the correspondence 
found in the trunks. ‘There werea 
great many letters,’’ said the witness, 
‘many addressed to relatives of Mr. Prel- 
} r, and others appeared to be copies of 
letters addressed by Preller to his em- 
ployer, Mr. Dixon. There were a num- 
ber of bill-heads marked ‘A. H. Dixon.’” 

John F. McCullough, a detective, fol- 
lowed Mr. Bishop on the stand. He said 
he had been a detective for five years, 
and has lived in the United States, be- 
longing to Pinkerton’s force in New York 
for three years and A. L. Drummond’s 


United States Secret Service in New 
York. He was doing United States work 


for Drummond, who is his uncle. He 
was last employed by Wanamaker & 
Brown, proprietors of a large dry goods 
house in Philadelphia. He was em- 
ployed as a detective in the store, having 
charge of eighteen men.

He 
said he bought a ticket in a Pullman 
coach, and left Saturday in March and 
went around by Canada. His ticket cost 
$21. 

He arrived in St. Louis Monday and 
registered at the Southern. He asked 
about a telegram of the clerk. The clerk 
said one had been received asking if he 
had arrived. He answered it. This was 
on Monday. On Friday Preller arrived. 
They had a talk about going to Auck- 
land. Maxwell was anxious that Preller 
should go to Auckland. Maxwell said 
that Preller told him that he had only 
enough money to see himself through in 
the trip.

A FAMOUS CASE. 


Mr. Brooks Breaks Up a Noted 
Counterfeiter’'s Gang. 








Recently, while.in the United States 
treasury building; I learned from Mr. 
Brooks, the Chief of the Secret Service 
Department, for the first time the true 
history of ¢famous counterfeiting case, 
which attraeted much attention all over 
the country, a few years ago. I was 
fortunate in forming his acquaintance 
as a Kansan, for he had been in Kansas 
in 1856 with Jim Lane’s crowd, and 
told me that he saw men taken off the 
cars at Glasgow, Mo., and hanged for 
no crime but that of being Northerners 
(he being @ foreigner, escaped.) Those 
were days when men shot the way they 
voted on both sides. I said: ‘Mr. 
Brooks, please tell me how you dis- 
covered one counterfeiter, that will 
better explain the Secret Service than 
any other talk» about it. In the first 
place, how'.do you get the counter- 
feiters?’’ He-said: ‘The Jadies who 
count the money have charge of but 
one denomination; thus, the woman 
who handlesthe. $100 notes counts no 
other. . Fast: s6% ' seem to run 
through her ers, if a single line is 
deflected, she. can perceive it. Thus, 
the money that is returned is the chief 
source, although bankers and brokers 
also send: them, : 

“One. time a $100 counterfeit note 
came up. I compared it with all the 
engravers’ samples which I have inm 
books, and after much deliberation, j 
concluded it was the work of one of 
two men, both, as I supposed, in New 
York. I wrote our agent, telling him 
to shadow Haskell and Brockaway, 
the suspected. individuals, in no way 
connected with each other. After con- 
siderable search he found Haskell work- 
ing at a card engraver’s in Philadel- 
phia. He was followed closely for 
some weeks, when he. was taken sick 
and went to his home, a little village 
in New ‘York, but instead of gettin 
better he died. The counterfeit $1 
bills contanued every now and 
then to ys ete I wrote our agent, 
‘Where is Brockaway? He must be 
the man.’ I had before diseovered that 
he sometimes passed under the name 
of Spencer, was tall, slender, with 
gray hair and _— gray beard, all of 
which our agent knew. After more 
labor than,I can tell you, we found 
that a wealthy gentleman, by the name 
of Spencer, had a yacht, and was oft 
on a pleasure tour. Again we were 
literally at sea as well as they, but at 
last we found such a vessel anchored at 
a country place on Long Island. One 
day a tall, slender, gray-haired man, 
with a long, white beard came down 
the beach,;aceompanied by @ beautiful 

irl, they wete.followed by another el- 

erly man and young girl. 

‘The four boarded the yacht and 
started off. Our men took a yacht, 
and followed in the same direction; 
their yacht came back, our’s returned. 
Mr. and* Mrs. Spencer, to all appear- 
ances, had a fine residence in a flat on 
one of the most fashionable streets in 
New York. ‘They lived quietly, never 
went out, received no friends. 

‘Several weeks after they were 
joined by a tall, broad-shouldered, 
dashing, fine-looking fellow from the 
West; he called himself Foster. Now 
here is where experience ee ~ 
Our agente report every night. 
soon E I heard this haneelntion I 
wrote our agents that the new arrival 
was James W. Doyle, from a little 
town in Illinois. He married a woman 
by the name of Foster, whose father 
was a counterfeiter. ‘Shadow him.’ 

“The teuth is, ten or a 
before, that chap had to leave Phila- 
delphia. under. circumstances which 
leaked as if-he was in the business 
then. In the Mlinois town they found 
he left a boy under the name of Fos- 
ter, but most*of thé mail that went into 
it was addressed to James W. Doyle— 
so my guess was correct: . He soon, 
however,.. returned to New York. 
These men were followed day and 
nigh} for five months before we saw @ 
single @ugpicious thing.. Doyle spent 
much of tis time at flat oecupied 
by the Brockaways. One day the men 
came out with a broken seal, some- 
thing like this,’’ (here Mr. Brooks 
took up a stamping machine, like 
an ordinary notary’s seal), ‘‘they took 
an omnibus pa down town, and left 
the broken in the ‘bus. At the 
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store they obtained another on the con- 


dition that if it suited, they would buy 
it, if not it would be returned next day. 
Our theory was that they broke 
seal when they were nearly through 
with the job, and by using the new one 
one day were able to finish. 

‘They now began meeting a fine-look- 
ing man in Broaklyn, who lived in a 
beautiful —. he three came and 
went much together, but nothing sus- 
picious was seen, except that one day 
they stopped at a corner and all three 
closely inspected a small open package, 
which was passed from hand to hand. 
Our agent then concluded that the 
aaa: 3 man was going — as he 

ught a fine overcoat, although it 
was yet summer. He also got a new 
satchel. One day he purchased a ticket 
for Chicago; he entered the sleeper; 
two of our men had adjoining berths. 
Another was anxiously expecting him 
in Chicago. If he had left the car at 
any place he would have been arrested 
by our men on the charge of being 
a Government embezzler, in order 
to give us @ plea on which to search 
his baggage. If that proved all right, 
the other man would have stepped up 
and apologized, and said to the officer: 
“Why, this is not the man I told you to 
arrest; you must pardon us, sir, etc.’ 
But he made no attempt to leave the 
car. When they arrived at Chicago. 
they found the officer with his carriage 
waiting. The Chicago man laid his 
hand on Doyle's collar and said: ‘I 
arrest you, Baxter, as a Government 
embezzler.”” 

‘«*Why, my name is not Baxter. I 
can bring fifty men here to prove my 
identity.’ In the meantime, he had 
dropped his two large satchels. ‘All 
right,’ said the detective; ‘if you prove 
all correct you will not be long de- 
tained. Here is a carriage; we shall 
take you to the United States Marshal, 
and after examination you will prob- 
ably be dismissed.’ The two satchels, 
the man and the detectives entered the 
carriage. We expected to find on him 
counterfeit one hundred dollar notes. 
In his inside pocket he had seventeen 
$100 notes, but they were genuine. 
The first satchel contained only clothes.

$1,000 bonds, in other words, $204,000 
worth of Government bonds. 

“The Marshal asked him: ‘How 
much is there here?’ His answer, I do 
not know,”’ gave him away. 

‘“‘Our men took them to the banks. 
The bankers declared them genuine, 
and said they would be glad to buy 
them, as they were at a premium. 
Well, to make a long story short, it 
took us a week to prove them counter- 
feit. They were absolutely a better 
job than ours, and there (pointing to a 
framed bond), is an enlarged photo- 
graph of one of his bonds.”’ 

‘‘And where is he, Mr. Brooks?”’ 
‘‘He is now in the penitentiary in Illi- 
nois. His first sentence was for eight 
years. He was “hag 4 indignant—must 
have a new trial. e had it, and was 
sentenced for ten years. He has not 
hankered after another trial.’’ 

*“‘And Brockaway?”’ 

‘‘We found more in the possession of 
Brockaway; but he was old and feeble, 
and we let him off on # suspended 
sentence, but kept a watch on him. In 
six months we caught him counter- 
feiting railroad bonds. He is now in 
Auburn.”’ 

‘‘And the man in the garden?” 

‘‘Well, that was the strangest of all. 
There he lived, so close to the chief of 
police in Brooklyn, that the latter could 
have seen the lever of his presses, and 
was never suspected. He practiced 
counterfeiting from the age of eighteen 
to sixty-two. By a legal technicality 
he, who probably made them.all, or at 
least most of the bonds, escaped.”* 

‘‘How much of this have the news- 
papers given?”’ 

‘They have given a general outline, 
but never knew the particulars I have 
given you.” 

On one occasion Mr. Brooks was 
shot through the body—the - pistol 
placedagainsthisback. Four assassins 
were in the room to kill him, so as to 
get rid of the only expert who could 
convict a party then arrested. But 
Mr. Brooks got well; lived to convict 
his man, and all his four would-be as- 
sassins are in the grave or in the peni- 
tentiary. 

Surely, in his case, civil service is an 
excellent thing for the Government. 
Probably there is no man now living as 
expert as he, or one who could be so 
useful in protecting the Government 
currency and bonds from the .counter- 
feiters. Mr. Brooks is an Englishman 
by birth. Were he displaced, the lead- 
ing banks and express offices of the 
United States would give him a more 
lucrative post than his present place.—
